That's out; I could not do it.” A 
proposal for a separate request for 
relief funds by the city had been 
proposed in a letter written to Gov.

Tuesday. 

A statement issued by Hopkins 
today showed that a total of $5,401,- 
494 was alloted by the Federal Gov- 
ernment to Missouri for relief from 
May 23= 1933, to the present.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5. — The 
strategy of the President in mak- 
ing his “brutally frank” disclosures‘ 
of the past and prospective cost of 
the New Deal is clear. 

If the news of $10,000,000,000 
Federal outlays this fiscal year 


with a resultant increase in the na- 
tional debt to a point $5,300,000,000 
higher than the peak just following 
the war—if this news came as a 
shock to the country, it came just 
after he had told the country the 
previous day, in his buoyant annual 
message, that the New Deal was 
succeeding and was destined to stay. 

Moreover, he gave the country its 
shock all ‘at once. He told the 
worst. There was no concealment 
of the facts. If the President had 
adopted the conventional bedside 
manner—which marked some of the 
budget statements of the Hoover 
administration—there would be in 
store a succession of shocks during 
the next six months. 

The President's bold course is be- 
lieved to be far less likely to un- 
dermine public confidence and mo- 
rale than would have been a tem- 
porizing course opening him to the 
charge of concealment and evasion. 

Gives Himself a Margin. 

It is also to be noted that the 
President, by deliberately setting 
his estimates of expenses at a high 
figure and using low estimates of 
receipts, has left himself a wide 
margin within which, if things go 
well, he can claim improvement in 
the financial health of the Nation. 
For example, the estimates of re- 
ceipts do not include the increased 
liquor revenue to be derived from 
the bill now going through Con- 
gress, and neither do they include 
the $150,000,000 or more that is ex- 
pected to be added to the Treasury 
from a stoppage of the loopholes. 
in the income tax laws. 

The President told the reporters, 
with whom he discussed the budget 
in a special, and remarkably candid, 
press conference, that he had omit- 
ted all revenues not now actually 
provided for by law, and had uni- 
formly taken the highest figures of 
his experts on future expenditures 
and the lowest on receipts. He has 
effectively safeguarded himself 
from the kick-back that has fol- 
lowed the issuance of some of the 
Treasury estimates of the past. 

Another point worth mentioning 
is that the President’s budget fig- 
ures do not include any future 
payments by foreign nations on 
their debts to the United States. 
The Hoover budgets continued to 
count the scheduled foreign debt 
payments as assets, even after it 
had become evident that the col- 
lections would be little if anything. 

Incidentally, in the matter of the 
foreign debt, the President said, in 
his Wednesday message to Con- 
gress and the nation, that he would 
deliver a special message on the 
subject—which would seem to in- 
dicate that he has some plan in 
mind that has not yet been re- 
vealed. 

Evidently the final decision of 
the President on the amounts to be 
sought from Congress was of re- 
cent date. The annual report of the 
Secretary ofthe Treasury, dated 
Nov. 20 and given out for release 
simultaneously with the President’s 
budget message, fixes the deficit 
for the fiscal year 1934 at a little 
over $6,000,000,000 and the conse- 
quent total of the national debt at 
$28,679,969,728. The President 
creases the deficit figure by over 
a billion, which he says will be 
needed for various emergency 
phases of the New Deal program, 
and estimates that the debt at the 
end of the fiscal year will be $29, 
847,000,000. The Treasury report 
foresees a balanced budget for the 
fiscal year 1935, with the total debt 
remaining in the neighborhood of 
$28,600,000,000, The President adds 
$2,000,000,000 to the estimates for 
1935, calculates that the debt, there- 
fore, at the end of that fiscal year, 
will be $31,834,000,000 and postpones 
the balancing of the budget to the 
fiscal year 1936. 


Balanced Budget Plans. 


It is plain that the President has 
overruled his Director of the Bud- 
get, Lewis Douglas, whose philoso- 
phy calls for the end of emergency 
spending and the balancing of the 
budget at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. To this school of thought, 
the. President replies, in his budget 
message, that “further needs of th 
country (in the fiscal year 1935) 
prohibit the abrupt termination of 
the recovery program.” He is ask- 
ing for $2,000,000,000 with which to 
taper it off. 

After the budget shall have been 
balanced, in the fiscal year 1936, 
the President envisions a national 
plan, embracing all the projects for 
“changing the face of nature,” to be 
financed a‘ the rate of some $500,- 
000,000 a year out of current rev- 
enues. 

If the President attains his goal, 
the budget will stand in balance on 
June 30, 1936—and that will be the 
year, as it happens, of the next 


presidential election.

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JURY TAMPERING 
EVIDENGE FOUND 
IN COUNTY INQUIRY 


Grand Jury Reports ‘‘Grave 
Lack of Understanding of 
‘Importance of Work” by 
Petit Group. 


Evidence of jury tampering in 
criminal cases and of a “grave lack 
of understanding by petit jurors of 


the importance of their work” was 
found by the September term St. 
Louis County grand jury, which 
made its final report to Circuit 
Judge McElhinney today. 

While the evidence was insuffi- 
cient to warrant placing of charges, 
the jury reported, open attempts to 
influence jurors in favor of defend- 
ants were disclosed. No _ specific 
instances of jury tampering were 
discussed in the report. 

“The Court and all its officers 
can render the county no greater 
service than to use all possible 
means to secure intelligent jurors 
and all possible means to safeguard 
against further jury tampering,” 
the report continued. 

The grand jury, for the first time 
in many years, failed to recom- 
mend construction of a new Court- 
house and jail, but did advise con- 
struction of a vault for records out- 
side the building, so as to provide 
more working space in .the Court- 
house for employes. 

Also the grand jury reported it 
found the four elected Justices of 
the Peace in Central Township 
sufficient to handle all cases with- 
out the additional number which 
have been appointed by the County 
Court. It was recommended, how- 
ever, that one or two of the three 
now holding court at Clayton be 
transferred to other populous sec- 
tions of the township. 

Five true bills and five no true 
bills were returned during the term 
and 106 witnesses were examined.

Tack Corporation’s stock during its | i. 


recent rise and fall on the market, 
was ordered arrested today by 
Assistant Attorney - General Am- 
brose V. McCall after Philbin failed 
to account for checks totaling $404,- 
000 which passed through his 
hands. 

Philbin was booked on a misde- 
meanor charge, alleging violation 
of a section of the general business 
law that has to do with failure to 


answer questions after being served 
with a subpena in a lawful investi- 
gation. 

In Tombs Court Magistrate Brod- 
sky held Philbin in $500 bail for 
a hearing Tuesday. Philbin pleaded 
not guilty. On conviction the charge 
carries a possible sentence of two 
years’ imprisonment and $5000 fine. 

Chides Two Complainants. 

The arrest was made on com- 
plaint of McCall and Assistant At- 
torney-General Jacob Gruber. Phil- 
bin, remarking on the two com- 
plainants, said: “Isn’t there any- 
one else over there that wants some 
publicity, so we can put their names 
on here, too?” ‘ 

At the inquiry into the market ac- 
tivities of Atlas Tack stock, Phil- 
bin’s counse] had protested that 
McCall was not within his right in 
arresting Philbin, since the witness 
had not refused to answer ques- 
tions but had replied “I don’t know” 
to a long series of questions about 
the individual checks which had 
his account by 
Philip H. Philbin Jr., Inc., a com- 
pany he formed when he began 
negotiations for the purchase of 
Atlas Tack stock.

Philbin appeared unconcerned 
over his arrest, which came after 
he failed to explain withdrawals of 
$404,400 from the company account, 
of which $300,900 was withdrawn by 
Harold B. Hale, his personal Secre- 
tary and secretary to the company. 
Hale left New York State within 
the last 10 days and Philbin said 
he was now in Portland, Me. 

McCall told Philbin that he re- 
garded his “lack of information” as 
equivalent to a refusal to answer. 

“Unless you care to talk and an- 
swer these questions, I am going to 
have you arrested,” McCall said. 

Philbin objected that he would be 
unable to answer specific questions 
without going over his records. 

“You're able to recall that you 
came to New York with $100,000,” 
McCall said. “There is much more 
than that in these checks and you 


say you don’t know what became 


of the money.” 
Philbin’s attorney said the Court 


of Appeals had ruled against a sim-/ 


ilar arrest and declared McCall was

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ON DETROIT LOAN 


— 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Alfred 
P. Leyburn, chief national bank ex- 
aminer, told Senate investigators 
today directors of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation in reject- 


ing a loan to the Guardian group 
of Michigan banks in 1933 asked: 
“Why should we bail out Mr. 
Ford?” 

Leyburn said the reference was 
to Henry Ford, motor magnate, 
who, he added, had deposits of 
about $20,000,000 in the banks. 

Relating the dramatic negotia- 
tions just before the Michigan bank 
holiday in February, 1933, Leyburn 
mentioned a number of prominent 
public figures, including former 
President Hoover one Senator 
Couzens. 

He said Couzens threatened to 
“scream from the housetops” if the 
'RGC made the loan desired by the 
Guardian banks on insufficient col- 
lateral. 

Ford’s Answer “No.” 

The suggestion was made, he said, 
that President Hoover invite Henry 
Ford to the White House for a con- 
ference and arrange for him to 
help. Ford’s reply, he added, was 
that “no matter who called him 
to the White House his answer 
wotld be no.” 

A report made to the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency in 1931 was 
placed before the committees assert- 
ing that the Guardian group was 
“evidently actuated by political 
motives” in purchasing a bank 
“dominated” by Gov. Green of that 
state. 

Green “Hopelessly Involved.” 

The report, signed by Leyburn, 
said the directors were “using the 
bank to an unwarranted extent” 
and added that “Director Green is 
hopelessly involved.” 

Leyburn, in testimony, said he 
had written the letter because the 
Bank of Ionia, Mich., was “in such 
condition that they had to have 
some motive to buy such a bafk.” 

Ernest Kanzler_ testified he, 
Charles Beecher Warren and Roy 
Chapin participated in a syndicate 
in the fall of 1930 to bolster the 
stock of the Guardian Bank group. | 

Warren is a former United States | 
Ambassador to Mexico and Chapin | 
a former Secretary of Commerce. 

Kanzler, brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Edsel Ford, testified he and the 
others drew up an agreement by 
which 110 directors _of the group 
agreed to purchase at least 60,000 
shares of the stock and hold it for 
a year. 

The syndicate, he said, =| 
$3,200,000 worth of the stock. 

He testified in the fall of 1932 
he held 34,000 shares at a cost of | 
about a million and a half and sold : 
$20,000 worth. 

These, he said, he bought back 
in December of that year when the 
market was about to establish a 
new low. 

Ferdinand Pecora, counsel fér fhe | 
Senate Banking Committee, ques- | 
tioned Kanzler at length about the 
| dividend policy of the group. . 

At the outset, Kanzler said he did 
not remember exactly when the di- 
rectors realized they were “fighting 
a war against the depression,” but 
agreed conditions got progressive- 
ly worse during 1930 and succeed- 
ing years. 

The banker agreed that he had 
participated in thing the dividends 
declared by the group. 

He Doesn’t Recall. 

“Were you aware of the fact 
that in 1930 and 1931 suggestions | 
!|made by the group to executive of- 
ficers of the banking units with 
respect to the dclaration of divi- 
dends were said by the unit execu- 
tives to be not justified by the 
earnings?” Pecora asked. 

“I don't recall at the 
time,” Kanzler replied. 

Later, Kanzler said he did not re- 
call any specific instance in which 
he knew of a unit bank declaring 
dividends that were not earned. 

He testified yesterday that only 
a few of the banking units were 
able to pay all of their dividends 
out of current earnings after losses 
had been written off. 

Finally, under Pecora’s question- 
ing, Kanzler agreed he had voted 
for dividends which he knew would 
have to be partly paid out of un- 
divided profits, but he said he 
could not recall specific instances. 

“That was the thing to do under 
the circumstances,” Kanzler told 
the investigators, outlining again 
what he called the necessity for up- 
holding public confidence. 

Pecora questioned Kanzler about 
previous evidence that the banks 
increased deposits and lowered bills 
payable at times when they expect- 
ed to make reports to the Comptrol- 
ler of Currency. 

Getting Ready for Calis. 

“We always tried to increase de- 
posits when we expected calls,” 
Kanzler agreed. “We did everything 
we could to increase deposits.” 

“Wasn't that a scheme for win- 
dow dressing?” Pecora asked. 

“It wasn’t a scheme,” the witness 
replied, adding that it was a dem- 
onstration by the bank that it had 
strength to pay its bilis. 

Couzens asked if a man went to 
a bank and said he had no indebt- 
edness when his uncle had just paid 
off his bills, and borrowed from the 
bank he would not be “obtaining 
money under false pretenses.” 

“I think that would be wrong,” 
Kanziler agreed. 

Couzens said he did not see much

IN STATE AUTO FEES 


Passes House Bill but Returns 
It for Concurrence in 
Two Amendments. 


By the Jefferson Oity Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 5.—A 
reduction of about $2,250,000 a year 
in State automobile license fees, 


amounting to about 25 per cent, is 
provided in a House bill passed to- 
day by the Senate. Two amend- 
ments adopted by the Senate will 
necessitate return of the bill to the 
House for concurrence in these 
changes. 

The reductions vary from two per 
cent to 331-3 per cent for the first 
five license fee brackets, covering 
chiefly the less expensive automo- 
biles. 

The bill changes the license fee 
year, which now begins on Feb. 1 
and expires on Jan. 31 of the fol- 
lowing year, to conform to the cal- 
endar*’ year. Because of this 
change, the licenses for 1934 wouid 
be sold for eleven-twelfths. of the 
new rates fixed.in the act. After 
Jan. 1, 1935, the) full annual fees 
would be collectéd. 

The measure carries an emer- 
gency clause, providing that it will 
become effective on final passage 
and approval by the Governor. 

The changes in the license fee 
schedule, with the new and old 
rates, follow: 

Cars of less than 12 horsepower, 
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new, $5; present fee, $7.50; 12 to 24 
horsepower, new, $8.50; now $10.50. 
Twenty-four to 36 horsepower, new, 
$11; now $16.50. to 48 
horsepower, new, $20; now $22.50. 
Forty-eight to 60 horsepower, new, 
$25; now $25.50. -The fees for li- 


|jcense brackets above 60 horsepow- 


er rating are not changed. 

‘ The amendments adopted by the 
Senate do not change the rates and 
likely will be concurred in by the 
House.

Powers Agree-to Take Shortest 
Road to Disarmament Pact 


Cry for 


Sir John Simon Confers With Italians and 
French and Decides “It’s No Use to 


Moon.” ) 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Jan. 5.—Sir John Simon, 
British Foreign Secretary, departed 
at noon today for London to report 


to the British Government that 
there was “no use crying for the 
moon” in matters of international 
disarmament. 

His report will be based on the 
result of his conferences here with 
Premier Mussolini, and in Paris 
with French Government leaders. 

These conferences led him to fa- 
vor the shortest road to whatever 
arms agreement can be reached as 
against devious and perhaps end- 
less talks in an attempt to gain 
more utopian accords. He carries 
the assurance of Italy’s support for 
a short-road thesis and also, it is 
understood, the support of the 
French. 

Whether such a thesis would 
mean the scrapping of Premier 
MacDonald’s, as well as other plans 
for disarmament has not, however, 
been specified. A qualified spokes- 
man. stated emphatically today that 
an understanding had been reached 
here only on a general idea, and 
that no definite plan had been dis- 


cussed. \ 


The idea, as set forth in an Ital- 
ian communique last night, is that 
long drawn out disarmament nego- 
tiations must be brought to a 
quick conclusion even though 
hoped-for major achievements have 
to -_ sacrificed. 

r John had an informal chat 
with newspaper men before catch- 
ing the train, but declined to in- 
terpret the communique. He goes 
straight to London, having com- 
pleted his conferences in Paris be- 
fore coming to Italy. , 

An illustration of the Italian atti- 
tude on disarmament was given in 
an officially-inspired article in Il 
Messaggero in which it was said: 

“We must turn our backs defi- 
nitely on splendid utopias and 
subordinate these aspirations to the 
recognition of conditions as_ they 
exist. 

“We must rénounce all that 
which creates clashes and suspi- 
cion... We must devote our efforts 
to as lgrge an accord as is attain- 
able. ven if the scope of such an 
accord were extremely limited, the 
moral effect of this and the polit- 
ical significance of a positive result 
would be enormous and would clear 
the European horizon immediately.” 


BRITISH PRESS AMAZE 
AT BIG U.S, BUDGET 


sees “Gallant Defiance of Or- 
thodoxy,” and “Prosperity 
by Extravagance.” 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—Expressing 
amazement at the colossal budget 
figure presented to the United 
States Congress and tribute to 
President Roosevelt’s courage in 
evolving the scheme, British com- 
mentators discussed it rather 
cautiously today. 

Some, while hoping that the Pres, 
ident’s expectations would be ful- 
filled, betrayed a certain amount of 
nervousness. Others were inclined 
to the belief that restoration of 
prosperity in 1936 was possible. 

“If the whole recovery policy is 
successful, there is no reason why 
Roosevelt’s expectations should be 
disappointed,” commented The Tel- 
egraph. “But the whole recovery 
program is in gallant defiance of 
orthodoxy.” 

The Mail’s financial editor, pay- 
ing tribute to Roosevelt's courage, 
thought the scheme likely to have 
far-reaching reactions. 

“It would appear that the inter- 
national value of the dollar must 
suffer as a result of the vast policy 
of expenditure,” said the paper. 
“The scheme seems to bring infla- 
tion perceptibly nearer.” 

The Post said, “The President is 
mortgaging the future on the hope 
of recovery, and, if he fails, the 
country will be saddled under with 
a vast burden of debt for nothing. 
It is devoutly to be hoped for Amer- 
ica’s sake and for our own, that the 
history he is so boldly making will 
not be fraught with untoward con- 
sequences.” 

The News Chronicle, under a cap- 
tion, “Prosperity by Extrava- 
gance,” said, “it would be fool- 
ish to apply ordinary standards of 
comparison to such policies. Amer- 
ica in its war on depression is 
spending on a wartime scale. Let 
us hope she avoids the financial] 
aftermath of such extravagance.” 

“A deliberate deficit of more 
than a thousand millions pounds,” 
said The Express, “is like a desper- 
ate gambler, but, bearing in mind 
that Americans have an annual in- 
come of sixteen thousand million 
pounds, the bet does not appear so 
heavy.” 


JAPAN CROWDING AMERICA 
FOR PHILIPPINE TRADE 


Its Textile Exports to Manila Grow 
From 8 to 36 Per Cent in 
Six Months. 

MANILA, P. I., Jan. 5.—Japan is 

making a bid to dominate the tex- 
tile trade in the Philippines, late 
figures of the Insular Bureau of 
Customs show. : 
From May, when the Chinese 
boycott of Japanese goods came to 
an end, to October the Japanese 
share of the Philippine textile

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5—A new 
measure designed to tighten exist- 
ing pure food and drug laws was 
introduced yesterday by Senator 
Copeland (Dem.), New York. The 
bill was described as a substitute 
for the one put forward by Prof. 
Rexford Tugwell, one of the Roose- 
velt advisers. 

Copeland said the new form of 
the food, drug and cosmetic bill had 
been approved by a subcommittee 
which held hearings on the Tugwell 
measure. Copeland said the revised 
bill would be passed by Congress 
and added, “the bill, as it now 
stands, should receive the support 
of all consumers ‘and of the great 
majority of thé industries affected 
which are doing a reputable busi- 
ness.” 

“Sweeping changes” have been 
made, Copeland said, but he de- 
clared they would not detract from 
the “consumer protection” and were 
designed only to remcve apprehen- 
sion on the part of reputable manu- 
facturers. : 

Copeland said his bill carried ade- 
quate provision for appeal to the 
courts from the decisions of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, enforcing 
officer of the proposed act.

agreement whereby the Tennessee 
Valley Authority will purchase the 
electrical distribution facilities of 
privately-owned companies today 
set the Government power “yard- 
stick” in position for measuring the 


fairness of rates charged by the pri- 
vate companies. 

In exchange for the right to ac- 
quire the existing facilities and 
other concessions by the companies, 
the Authority has agreed to limit 
its sphere of operation. 

The agreement, entered into by 
David E. Lilienthal, power director 
of the Authority, and Wendell L. 
Willkie, president of Commonwealth 
& Southern, which operates in the 
Tenneessee Valley, was said to pro- 
vide for purchase by the Authority 
of about $3,000,000 of property from 
the Alabama Power Co., Mississippi 
Power Co. and the Tennessee Elec- 
trical Power Co., in sections of the 
Tennessee Valley. 

Under the contract the companies 
will sell municipal distribution sys- 
tems in the Tennessee Valley area 
of Alabama and Mississippi and 
grant an option to the Authority 
to purchase city systems in certain 
areas of Tennessee. 


$415,000 Annual Saving. 

The Tennessee Electric Power Co., 
the Authority said, agreed to re- 
duce its power rates to a level re- 
cently established by the Georgia 
Power Co. Lilienthal estimated the 
reduced rates would result in a sav- 
ing to Tennessee householders of 
$415,000 annually. 

Further agreement was reached 
as to the Authority’s marketing 
areas, power interchange rates be- 
tween the Authority and the com- 
panies and sale of electrical appli- 
ances to the Ejectric Home and 
Farm Authority. 

In a statement accompanying the 
announcement Lilienthal said: 

“The agreement is a demonstra- 
tion of the Authority’s often ex- 
pressed policy to carry out the 
mandate of Congress and yet avoid 
the destruction of prudent invest- 
ment in privately-owned utilities. 
By the purchase of private utility 
property which was found to be 
useful, at prices which were fair, 
but not more than they are reason- 
ably worth, the Authority has 
avoided the necessity of building 
duplicating competing facilities, 
with consequent injury to the pub- 
lic investors in existing utility 
property.” 

Lilienthal said the Alabama Pow- 
er Co. agreed to convey when re- 
quested by the Authority all prop- 
erty except municipal distribution 
systems in the following Alabama 
counties: Lauderdale, Colbert,

‘THE BILL OF-RECOVERY. 

The President has told the country the bad news 
in his budget message. Everybody knew the Gov- 
ernment has been spending money in the grand man- 
ner. Now we have the figures in what is described 
as “the most brutally frank document of the kind 
ever sent to Congress.” . 

The figures are, admittedly, breath-taking. They 
recall Mr. Vandelip’s war-time aphorism. when the 
first Liberty Bond issue was offered: “We must 
learn to think in billions.” Again we go to school 
—to learn to think in higher billions. ¢ 

Expenditures will exceed 10 billion dollars in the 
current fiscal year, and.six billion dollars the follow- 
ing year’ They will run far ahead of revenues. As 
fiearly as can be calculated, the national debt on June 
30, 1935, will be $31,834,000,000. This will top the 
previous peak of $26,500,000,000 in August, 1919, by 
more than five billion dollars. — 

Some of these expenditures are in the form of se 
cured loans. Their book value is placed at $3,500,- 
000,000. What part of them will be paid is a ques- 
tion. Taking the most roseate view that the obliga- 
tions will be met in full, the,country will still have a 
whale of a bill. 

Facing the figures in their glaring nudity, the 
President is confident that all will be well. No 


credit. This is an investment in recovery. It is a 
gilt-edged investment, we are told. Or, to use an 
obsolete metaphor, so popular in the fabulous boom 
days of that mythical “new economic era,” this is a 
“blue-chip stock.” “The immeasurable benefits,” 
says Mr. Roosevelt, “justify the cost.” 

At this juncture, we imagine, Mr. Extraordinary 
Man and Mr. Average Man are each asking themselves 
this question: Suppose the.investment does not turn 
out as happily as visioned in the President’s pros- 
pectus! Suppose, on the grisly contrary, the recov- 
ery program fails! Suppose, on the last day of June, 
next year, we have not beaten back to robust pros 
perity, with its gratifying profits, full-time employ- 
ment, bulging pay rolls! An unavoidable question, 
to be answered only with the trite-.reply that we 
shall cross the bridge when we get to it. 

There is, to be sure, another course to follow, if 
we choose. Regardless of our alarmists, the Consti- 
tution is still a living instrument. The man in the 
White House is President, not dictator. Congress has 
surrendered no jot of its powers. Congress can say 
whether the country shall go on with the recovery 
program, under Mr. Roosevelt’s leadership, or re- 
ject the whole adventure and return to the do-nothing 
philosophy of waiting for the inexorable logic of eco- 
nomic laws to perform its miracle. 

Congress possesses the literal authority to exercise 
that choice, but does anyone really believe that the 
spiritual and higher authority of public opinion 
would sanction such decision? The country saw the 
futility of laissez-faire’s efforts to cope with this de- 
pression—saw it demonstrated conclusively in three 
black, desperate, retreating, losing years. So, there 
does not seem to be much option. Public opinion, we 
suspect, indorses Father Coughlin’s dictum that “It’s 
Roosevelt or ruin.” 

But this colossal debt. Even if we win the battle, 
will it not be a Pyrrhic victory? How can we ever 
pay off those Himalayan billions? Let it be granted 
it will be no easy task. But let it be remembered, 
too, than when, after the World War, we found our- 
selves with a national debt far beyond anything in 
experience, or even in contemplation, no note of de- 
spair was iftoned. Business did not fold up and 
quit. Wealth did not clasp its Hly-white hands in 
hopeless anguish. The country buckled down to pay- 
ing the score. And the score in that case was a bill of 
destruction, while in this case it is a bill of repair. 

Moreover, the war debt which we were taking*care 
of, roundly, at the rate. of a billion a year, might have 
been much further reduced—wmight, conceivably, 
have been almost extinguished—if business and 
wealth had played fair. How miserably they failed 
in their accounts with the Government has been il- 
luminatingly reveaféd to the country by the confes- 
sions of the Mitchelis, the Morgans, the Wigginses, 
the Dillons, before the Senate Banking Committee. 

In the light of that disclosure, which shocked the 
conscience of the country, it may, we believe, be 
predicted with confidence that there will be no in- 
come tax-dodging in our post-depression era. There 
will be no paper losses, annually contrived for cheat- 
ing Uncle Sam. There will be no improvised family 
corporations for the sole purpose of concealing prof- 
its. There will be no spurious sales arranged*in the 
epistolary missive, say, of Mr. Banker to Mrs. Banker. 

Yes, it is a big bill Uncle Sam will present to us, 
and this time we shall all pay.

However, he deserves a 
reply, and here it is: If, in spite of precautions, 
there is another outbreak of amoebic dysentery, the 
public should be informed of it, regardless of the 
effect upon the fair’s gate receipts.

A bolder move is that launched 
in the Senate by 1500 Louisiana women. Likening Lou- 
isiana under Huey Long to the colonies under George 
III, their petition asks the Senate to unseat Long and 
his hand-picked colleague, John H. Overton. 

As contests over House seats are not unusual, it 
is the ouster effort in the Senate which will attract 
the wider notice. Long’s term does not expire until 
1937, that of Overton not until 1939. The removal! of 
both at the same time would be*without precedent. 
For that matter, only one Senator has been unseated 
during the present century, William Lorimer of IIli- 
nois, in whose behalf, the Senate decided, “corrupt 
election practices” had been employed. Previously, 
Senators Alexander Caldwell of Kansas and William 
A. Clark of Montana resigned following criticism for 
election practices. Truman H. Newberry of Michigan 
also resigned under similar circumstances. The elec- 
tion of 1926 sent Frank L, Smith of Illinois and Wil- 
liam §S. Vare of Pennsylvania to the Senate, but 
neither was seated because of slush funds.

He is, how- 
ever, beginning to understand that the gentle art 
of gyp is being practiced upon him, 
whiskies being peddled as “blended” whiskies, for 
example, afe inferior even to the products of the third- 
rate bootlegger.

If the blend is compounded of raw alcohol, prune 
juice, camomile tea, vinegar and paregoric, as it 
sometimes is if the palate is any judge, the faet 
should be stated on the label. The public patiently 
endured bathtub gin and rotgut whisky for more 
than a decade, because of a certain peculiar legal 
situation; it now has the right to demand good liquor 
at reasonable prices. 
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MR. SNELL ON CHILD LABOR. 

Commenting on the President’s message, Repre- 
senative Snell of New York, Republican House leader, 
said he noticed that the greatest Democratic applause 
came when Mr. Roosevelt mentioned the abolition of 
child labor under NRA codes. But, sourly added 
Mr. Snell, “It had been abolished in the Northern 
Republican states for a generation. The only place 
he has abolished it is in his own Democratic-con- 
trolled Southern states.” 

If Mr. Snell will stretch his memory back as far 
as last May, he will remember the year’s most ghast- 
ly exhibit of child labor exploitation—a strike of 
child mill workers who had been laboring long hours 
for miserable wages, in some cases as low as $1 a 
week. This was not in the Democratic South, but 
in the region of a generation’s alleged enlighten- 
ment. The State was Pennsylvania, one of the half- 
dozen that stood firm for Republicanism in the 
landslide of 1932. The child labor plague spot of the 
year before had been Connecticut, also one of the 
Republican ‘sextet, and conditions were changed 
there only by the leadership of a Democratic Gover- 
nor, Wilbur L. Cross.

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A NEWSPAPER GUILD IN ST. LOUIS. 

The formation of a local newspaper guild extends 
to St. Louis a movement which already includes or- 
ganizations of newspaper workers in 32 cities in fhe 
United States. As such, it is part of a national move- 
ment under the Recovery Act, Section 7A of which 
guarantees the right of employes to organize if they 
choose to do so, It is, moreover, a natural develop- 
ment at the present time, since the .multiplicity ‘of 
tasks of the NRA administrators under the code pro- 
gram makes it virtually impossible for them to deal 
with masses of unorganized workers, The opportu- 
nity for guilds to better the lot of the average news- 
paper worker arises from the fact that in some 
newspaper offices conditions are needlessly wndesir- 
able. On newspapers whose conditions are fair, there 
will be little for members of a guild to do other

When the Constitution was sub- 
mitted for ratification, Madison felt called 
upon to devote three papers of the Federal- 
ist to explaining that the new Constitution 
did not violate this “political maxim.” 

There would be few Americans today who 
would deny that they feel more secure in 
their liberties when there is a nice balance 
of separated powers than they would if they 
were united. The spectacle of the current 
dictatorships, where all the powers of gov- 
ernment are concentrated in the same per- 
sons, has confirmed all, but a handful of 
tired dilettantes, in their preference for the 
American system.

The question naturally arises, then, as to 
whether the powers conferred on the Presi- 
dent last spring would, if they became per- 
manent, upset the balance of the American 
Constitution. There is no simple answer to 
this question. There are powers under AAA 
which go extremely far in divesting Con- 
gress of its control of taxation. Except as 
emergency measures of the most temporary 
kind, they are, it seems to me, powers which 
should not be perpetuated unless the people 
have fully understood the implications, 

There are provisions also under NRA 
which delegate the power to make intricate 
and far-reaching laws, not merely to the 
President, but in effect to groups df business 
men and labor leaders. As the emergency 
passes, this delegation of power will «cer- 
tainly have to. be reviewed, and probably 
carefully restricted, before it will be pru- 
dent to make permanent the NRA. 

On the other hand, powers have been 
vested in the President which in any well- 
ordered government clearly ought to repose 
permanently in the executive. The Economy 
Act is the conspicuous example here. The 
essential principle of that act is that the 
initiative in expenditure should be with the 
President, the restraint upon expenditure 
with Congress. The old practice of having 


Congress determine what the President must 


spend, down to the last detail of the office 
boy’s salary and the soldier’s pension and 
the postoffice in the village square, is not 
only wasteful, is not only destructive of 
sound administration, but is profoundly cor- 
rupting to Congress. os 
Patronage and the pork barrel and pen- 
sions are not bulwarks of our liberty. On 
the contrary, they are acids which corrode 
them. The,Jogrolling they require is nothing 
but the bribery of interested voters and po- 
litical machines and whole districts. The

fact that re-election is so greatly dependent 
upon a man’s effectiveness in obtaining pa- 
tronage and pensions and pork is‘the great- 
est obstacle that exists to the rise of first- 
rate men in the legislature. 

For Congress to, relinquish the detailed 


. control of these matters would not be a 


diminution of its power, but an enhancement 
of it. Preoccupation with salaries, jobs, 
local real estate developments and contracts 
degrades the legislative power, distracts it 
from important matters, destroys its effec- 
tiveness dnd its dignity and its hold upon 
the confidence of the’people. The day when 
Congress divests itself of its powers over 
patronage and’ pensions and pork will be 
a day of emancipation from bondage to ri- 
diculous but corrupting trifles. 

Congress will be able to be the true de- 
fender of American liberties and the true 
exponent of the national will when it cannot 
be coerced and cajoled by jobs and favors.

For that reason, as well as for many oth- 
ers, the report of the President’s Executive 
Commercial Policy Committee, dealing with 
the tariff, is a document of immense im- 
portance. In effect, it proposes the adoption 
of something which for all practicable pur- 
poses we have never had—namely, a tariff 
policy which is for the nation as a whole 
and is based on sound economic principles. 
The committee proposes to have Congress 
recognize that in ational trade is a two- 
way and not a way transaction, that 
imports and exports must be in approximate 
balance. 

It then proposes to recognize the principle 
that protection should be given, not to the 
inefficient producers, but to the efficient;

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JQUOR CONTROL UR 
BY RELIGIOUS LEADERS 


They Appeal to Churches to 
Carry on Campaign of Edu- 
cation Against, Traffic. 


> 


Problems of liquor control and 
race relations are discussed in a 
statement signed by 30 Bishops, 
moderators and other heads of na- 
tional religious bodies, and issued 
through the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in. America 
— the St. Louis Church Federa- 
on. 
“We are agreed,” the statement 


jsays, “in recognizing the moral and 


spiritual perfl involved in the liquor 
traffic. The eighteenth amend- 
ment has been repealed but there 
has been no repeal of the liquor 
problem. ' We therefore set our- 
selyes to reducing the traffic in in- 
toxicants to the lowest possible pro- 
portions. 

“We-are not willing to see the 
traffic treated as a source of profit 
for either individuals or govern- 
insist that selfish cu- 
pidity shall not be permitted to ex- 
and 
create demands for it that do not 
now exist, 

| “We call upon the churches to 
take up with renewed vigor a move- 
ment of vital education concerning 
the habit-forming nature of alco- 
hol and the ruining social effects of 
the liquor traffic, so that an intelli- 
gent moral conviction on the sub- 
ject may be developed throughout 
the rank and file of the people. 

“We are agreed in regarding 
good will, understanding and co- 
operation among the races as a 
crucial spiritual problem both in 
our own country and in the world 
at large. The acute manifestations 
of racial prejudice against the Jews 
in Germany, the unjust discrimina- 
tions against Negroes and other ra- 
cial minorities in America and the 
appalling increase in lynching—all 
evidences of moral confusion—are a 
solemn warning of disruptive forces 
that threaten the unity of man- 
kind.” ‘ 

Economic issues also appear in 
the statement, which says that ma- 
chine industry and technical skill 
have been turned to private acquisi- 
tiveness, rather than'to public serv- 
ice. “We should regard it as a dire 
tragedy,” the churchmen state, “if 
a’ mild recovery should ncw blind 
our eyes to the moral issues _in- 
volved and lulf our consciences into 
complacency.”

Honey Cookies. 

One-third cup butter or shorten- 
ing. 

One-half cup strained honey. 

Two eggs. 

One-fourth teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon cold water. 

One teaspoon grated orange rind. 

One-half cup flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One cup bran. 

Soften shortening, combine with 
honey; add slightly beaten eggs, 
then soda dissolved in water, next 
orange rind, then flour and salt 
sifted together, with unsifted bran. 
Blend all thoroughly, drop by tea- 
spoons onto greased pan and bake 
about 10 minutes in moderate oven. 

Molasses Cookies. 

One-half cup shortening, 

Two-thirds cup molasses. 

One-half cup brown sugar, 

One egg, 

Scant three cups flour, 

One-half teaspoon salt, 

One teaspoon baking soda, 

One and a half teaspoons ground 
ginger, 

One teaspoon ground cinnamon. 

Melt shortening and add it to mo- 
lasses with brown sugar and beat- 
en egg. Sift together flour, salt 
and soda, also spices, and stir into 
first mixture. Chill, roll thinly and 
cut into desired shapes. Bake about 
10 minutes in a moderate oven. 
Refrigerator Chocolate Bran 

Cookies. 

One-half cup shortening, 

One and a half cups sugar, 

One egg (well beaten), 

One-half teaspoon salt, 

Two squares melted chocolate, 

One-quarter cup milk, 

One cup bran,

MAGINE cultivating dandelions! 

Mr. Noah Webster calls them 

weeds and we call them many 
things much less complimentary 
when they threaten to kill the grass 
and ruin the lawn. But not so in 
Texas. The Lone Star State en- 
courages this weed, cultivates it, 
and ships it to our markets in large 
quantities. And no matter how un- 
welcome the dandelion is in the 
front yard, it will be cheered at the 
table for its sprightly flavor when 
served as a salad or cooked like 
other greens. When cooked, dande- 
lions should be boiled in salted wa- 
ter for about an hour, leaving the 
lid partly off. When tender, they 
should be chopped fine and sea- 
soned with salt, pepper, or vinegar, 
and a liberal measure of butter. 
Cooking dandelions with spinach or 
beet greens makes them even more 
palatable; in this case the dande- 
lion should be partly cooked before 
the other vegetable is added.

If your partner has no club 
suit to bid, his response will pre- 
sumably be three no trumps. As 
you know, he should do this with 
no more than a queen and a jack 
or their approximate equivalent in 
his hand. One of these, or some 
kind of stopper, is almost surely 
clubs. Even if clubs are wide open, 
since the bidding has been merely 
“two- no trumps, three no trumps, 
pass” the opponents are entirely in 
the dark as to what you have. The 
adversary on lead may well have 
A Qxor K J x x or some similar 
tenace holding in clubs, and be un- 
willing to lead away from it against 
a two-no-trump opening bid. Then 
again, the suit may be blocked; or 
it may be held 4441, Your 
chances in three no trumps are far 
better than even. Probably some of 
you will send me hands where, in
